NEW DELHI (U PI) - Police said to­ 
day they had seized ammunition with 
U.S. markings, weapons and more than 
500 para-military uniforms at head­ 
quarters of a m ilitant right-wing 
organization and said this proved that 
the group was planning large-scale sub­ 
version. 
Reported capture of the arms coin­ 
cided with a nationwide crackdown 
against two dozen militant political par­ 
ties a week before the supreme court 
ruled on the political fate of Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. Hundreds were 
reported arrested in the crackdown. 
The group involved today was the ex­ 
tremist National Volunteers Association, 
a militant offshoot of the ultra right-wing 
Jana Sangh Party and known as the RSS. 
A police spokesman said the goods, in­ 
cluding 25 twelve-gauge shotguns and 
shells manufactured in the United 
States, were confiscated from the 
northern zone headquarters of the RSS. 
Police 
Inspector-General Bhawani 
Mai said the seizure was “ clearly in­ 
dicative of the fact that there were plans 
for some large-scale subversion by the 
RSS in Ihe capital.” He did not 
elaborate. 
Deputy Police Inspector-General P S. 
Bhinder told neWsmen today that 53 
swords, the shotgun shells, seven spear­ 
heads, three knives, a dagger, 300 night­ 
sticks and para-military uniforms to 


Premier hopes for 


colonel's release 


BEIRUT (U PI) - Premier Rashid 
Karami said today police and Palesti­ 
nian guerrilla organizations are close to 
finding kidnaped American Col. Ernest 
R. Morgan and he hopes “ to have him 
released soon.” 
Police sources added guerrilla 
security agents have told them they have 
“ good evidence” of where Morgan may 
be and are close to finding and releasing 
him, perhaps by force. 
Karami told newsmen “ we are holding 
constant meetings and the (Palestinian) 
resistance movement is helping us with 
means available to them. I hope we will 
see him released soon.” 
Karam i did not indicate how 
authorities planned to secure Morgan’s 
release but the indication given by police 
sources was that there had been no 
direct negotiations with the kidnapers 
and that his release would be attempted 
by force if he is found. 
The U.S. Embassy had no comment on 
Karami’s statement. The self-styled 
Organization of Socialist Revolutionary 
Action had given the embassy until 
Wednesday evening to reply to its de­ 
mand for a massive aid distribution pro­ 
gram to refugees of a left-wing Moslem 
area devastated during last week’s 
fighting between rival political faction. 
The left-wing group in delivering its ul­ 
timatum also furnished pictures of 
Morgan in captivity and tape recordings 
of his voice.

Government officials said police 
seized seven human skulls as part of the 
drive against the Ananda Marga, a 
fanatic Hindu cult banned Friday along 
with 25 other militant organizations. 
The officials reported five pro-Maoist 
Naxalite rebels and two police officers 
slain in 3M* days of fighting in the 
northeastern state of Bihar last week. 
The Naxalites, leading landless 
workers in a revolt against rich farmers, 
were among the militant parties out­ 
lawed Friday by the government. 
Mrs. Gandhi declared a state of 
emergency across India June 26, two 
weeks after being convicted of corrupt 
campaign practices in the 1971 
parliamentary election. 
She has appealed the conviction to the 
Supreme Court, which agreed to let her 
remain in office until the case is decided. 
The court is scheduled to take up her ap­ 
peal July 14. 


Officials said police found five human 
skulls at the Ananda Marga office in 
Jaipur, capital of Rajasthan, and two at 
its office in Cochin, port city of the 
southern Kerala State. 


The Ananda Marga, a Hindu sect 
dedicated to the establishment of a 
religious state in India, usually collects 
skulls from cremation sites, and uses 
them as offerings to a female deity. 


Russian Somali 


facility supplies 


missile submarines 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Soviet 
Union has constructed a facility in the 
East African nation of Somalia to supply 
missile-bearing submarines cruising the 
Indian Ocean, Sen. Dewey F. Bartlett, R- 
Okla., has concluded after a personal in­ 
spection trip. 
Bartlett made his observations public 
Sunday in a hastily called news con­ 
ference in his Capitol Hill office. He said 
his trip “ absolutely confirms” Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger’s claims 
before Congress that the Soviets were 
building a support complex in Somalia 
which was 95 per cent completed. 
Another inspection group, headed by 
Rep. SambelS. Stratton, D-N.Y., arrived 
in Mogadishu, Somalia, Saturday and 
was expected to return to the United 
States today. 
The Somali and Soviet governments 
hkve denied Schlesinger’s claims, but 
Bartlett said he and his 10-man team of 
experts saw missile bunkers, dollies and 
crates clearly of Soviet origin. * 


Nationwide strike 


grips Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (U PI) — 
A crippling nationwide strike gripped 
Argentina today, shutting down public 
transportation, 
shuttering 
businesses 
and halting newspaper publication and 
radio broadcasts. 
Thousands of Argentine workers began 
walking off their jobs around the country 
,at midnight Sunday in a dramatic show­ 
down with President Maria Estela 
(Isabel) Peron, the first such strike 
against a Peronist government. 
Workers vented their rage in 
demonstrations, shouting obscene insults 
at Economy Minister Celestino Rodrigo, 
who announced the new austerity 
program that touched off the labor un­ 
rest. and Social Welfare Minister Jose 
Lopez Rega. the influential presidential 
adviser held responsible for Rodrigo’s 
appointment. 


A Santa Maria man was killed in a 
traffic accident and fires blackened hill­ 
sides in three areas as the long Fourth 
of July weekend ran its course. 
Floyd L. Bradley, 50, of 714 Blake St., 
Santa Maria, was killed in a collision of 
his motorcycle and a camper truck 
driven by Paul Russell, 65, of Nipomo, 
the California Highway Patrol said. Rus­ 
sell was not injured. The accident occur­ 
red Sunday noon on Santa Maria Way, 
the CHP said. 
The accident was the most serious of 
several that marred the holiday locally. 
Nationally the highway toll reached the 
lower limit of the National Safety Coun­ 
cil’s projection based on late reports to­ 
day. A count by United Press Inter­ 
national showed at least 508 persons had 
died in traffic accidents. The council had 
estimated there would be between 480 
and 580 deaths during the holiday period 
which began at 6 p.m. local time Thurs­ 
day and ended midnight Sunday. 


The U PI tabulated other accidental 
deaths: 168 drownings, 10 in plane 
crashes, 52 miscellaneous.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford asked Congress today to give 25 per 
cent of federal gasoline tax revenues 
directly to the states and to put 50 per 
cent into the general treasury, splitting 
for the first time the Highway Trust 
Fund which built the Interstate system. 
The remaining 25 per cent of gas taxes 
—1 cent per gallon — would continue to 
flow into the trust fund, which would be 
redirected toward completion of major 
intercity links in the interstate system 
with states and cities given major 
responsibility for completing their sec­ 
tions. 
A White House statement said Ford’s 
plan —which was expected to meet with 
great resistance in Congress —would 
give 1 cent of the federal government’s 4- 
cent a gallon gasoline tax directly to any 
state that raises its own gas tax by at 
least 1 cent. 
Two cents would go into general 
revenues and only 1 cent into the 
Highway Trust Fund, which now gets all 
4 cents of the federal tax on each gallon 
of gasoline. 
Ford urged Congress in a special mes­ 
sage to give his plan prompt and 
favorable consideration, insisting that it 
“ is the most responsible and effective 
means of meeting the nation’s transpor­ 
tation needs.”

As the nation approaches its bicenten­ 
nial celebration, he said, “ we must 
select with care the great national ef­ 
forts we undertake, reflecting the re­ 
sponsibility we all have to preserve the 
integrity of our republic.” 
“ We must limit the federal role to 
national concerns, strenghtren the 
authority and resources of state and, 
local governments and protect the 
prerogatives of individuals,” he said. 
Ford said his plan would refocus the 
federal attention of the interstate system 
and provide flexible aid for highway con­

“ in a manner that fully 
respects state and local decision-making 
roles.” 
He said it was consistent with his 
general philosophy “ that we should not 
at the federal level extend our influence 
into areas which other levels of govern­ 
ment can better handle.” 
Currently, states must apply for 
money from the Highway Trust Fund. 
Once it is granted, the state pays 10 per 
cent and the federal government pro­ 
vides 90 per cent of the funds for con­ 
struction of federal road projects, main­ 
ly the interstate system. The state then 
owns the completed highway and must 
maintain it at state expense. 
Under Ford’s plan, the states would 
get an extra 25 per cent —or about $1 bil-

Israeli planes, gunboats and artillery 
devastated Palestinian guerrilla bases in 
southern Lebanon today in retaliation for 
a guerrilla bombing that took 14 lives in 
Jerusalem last Friday The attack was 
followed by the heaviest artillery duels 
along the border in months 
Reports from Beirut said initial 
casualty reports in today s attacks put 
the toll at 13 persons killed and 37 
wounded, 20 of them seriously Beirut 
said the dead included a woman and two 
children 
A Palestinian guerrilla spokesman 
said the guerrillas inflicted “ very heavy 
casualties’’ on the Israelis but Israel said 
all of its forces returned safely. 
An Israeli spokesman said Israeli com­ 
mandos landed just south of the coastal 
town of Rashidiyeh, blew up at least 
three houses suspected of harboring 
guerrillas and fired on a jeep with at 
least three men in it. destroying it and 
killing all inside. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin told the 
Knesset (parliament) the bomb in 
Jerusalem was a “ grave warning against 
dangerous illusions as regards the aims 
of the terrorist organizations ’’ 
“ We must continue to firmly adhere to 
Israel’s policy of not entering into any 
negotiations with the terrorist organiza­ 
tions,” he said “ The only language they 
understand is that of the sword—and it is 
in that language that we shall talk to 
them ” 
Lebanese Premier Rashid Karami 
said the Lebanese army with the help of 
Palestinian guerrillas had prevented the 
Israelis from landing troops and forced 
them to retreat leaving a trail of blood 
“ The joint defense between the 
authorities and the resistance foiled the 
enemy's aims of making a landing at the 
camps There were traces of blood which 
prove the enemy suffered casualties and 
could not land its forces.” Karami said. 
He said he had instructed Lebanon's 
ambassador at the United Nations to file 
a complaint to the Security Council. 
The new Israeli-Palestinian guerrilla 
clashes came at a time of intense 
diplomatic activity aimed at trying to 
reach an interim peace agreement on the 
Israeli-Egyptian front in the Sinai 
desert. 
Israel said it had decided to wait at 
least another week on its decision 
whether to pullback from two passes in 
the Sinai as the price of an agreement 
Israeli ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
departed for Washington today to seek 
additional clarification from Secretary 
of State Henry A Kissinger. 
Lebanese reports said the Israelis 
shelled eight border villages and that one 
person was killed and two wounded in 
these attacks. Israel said Lebanon began 
this action by shelling two Israeli border 
villages with Soviet-made rockets. 
The fighting was the heaviest along the 
southern frontier since last May when 
Lebanese and Israeli army units clashed 
in a day-long battle 
A Palestinian spokesman said the 
guerrillas shot down an Israeli Phantom 
jet in flames in the Nabatieh region near 
the Litani River about 11 miles inside the 
Lebanese border. The Israeli command 
denied the claim as “ the usual phan­ 
tasies.” 
The Israeli account of the action said 
Israeli navy gunboats and warplanes 
pounded the bases south of Rashidiyeh 
and just north of Tyre on the Lebanese 
coast. The military command said the 
boats launched the first attack and the 
planes struck at first light. 


Israeli artillery fired at guerrilla posi­ 
tions in the rocky hills north of the 
Israeli-Lebanese frontierduring the com­ 
bined air and naval operation, the com­ 
mand said. 


Gunners in Lebanon later fired several 
Katyusha rockets into Israel but caused 
neither casualties nor damage, the com­ 
mand said. 


The strikes, the first into Lebanon in 
less than a month, apparently were 
provoked by the guerrilla-set bomb in 
Jerusalem Friday that killed 14 persons 
and wounded 77 others. It was the worst 
blast in the Holy City since Jewish 
guerrillas killed 90 persons in an explo­ 
sion at the King David Hotel Nov. 22, 
1946. 


The 14th victim died today She was 
Mira Berger, 34. a Jerusalem social 
worker. 


Lebanon said the Israeli forces 
launched an intensive pre-dawn land and 
sea attack on Palestinian camps in south- 
tem Lebanon and followed up with heavy 
shelling on Lebanese villages as forces 
on both sides of the border went on full 
alert, a military spokesman said. 


A Lebanese spokesman said the 
Israelis opened up a “ heavy shelling” at­ 
tack on eight villages about two hours 
after the last of their warplanes and gun­ 
boats withdrew following the intermit- 
ent, three and a half hour attack on the 
camps.

A new Comprehensive Plan 
for Santa Barbara County — at 
a cost estimated to be $450,000 
or more — is emerging step by 
step, but isn’t expected to be up 
for adoption for perhaps 
another 13 months. 
County planning authorities 
announced today some 135 
copies of the draft produced by 
the consultant firm of 
Livingston and Blayney. San 
Francisco, will be arriving 
from the printers in Lompoc on 
Wednesday. 
The draft production includes 
86 pages of text 


Copies will go out to each 
member of the Board of Super­ 
visors. each Planning Commis­ 
sion member, to the 93 
members of the five area 
General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittees and others. 


The county staff will study 
the draft copies and provide 
technical review 


Then the area advisory com­ 
mittees after reviewing the 
draft will set public meetings 
starting possibly late this 
month to get responses to the 
draft. 


There will be two months put 
aside for criticism of the docu- 


ments to be recorded and 
relayed to the General Plan 
consultants in San Francisco. 
After that. Consultant Larry 
Livingston plans to have work 
sessions with each committee 
to discuss the new input and 
criticisms 
They will begin the task of 
having the draft documents 
worked over and changed as 
necessary to allow the docu­ 
ment to be put into more per­ 
manent preliminary form 


Distribution to various county 
citizen groups, public agencies, 
utilities and others will then 
take place. 


There seems to be no expec­ 
tation at this point that the new 
plan can be adopted before 
August. 1976. according to the 
county’s comprehensive plan 
staff 


The final product won’t get 
its stamp of approval until it 
has gone through environmen­ 
tal hearings. Planning Commis­ 
sion and Board of Supervisor 
hearings 


There w ill be several 
separate products of the main 
report. These will be an im­ 
plementation program and a 
fiscal impact study.

The County Planning Staff 
has been directed to make a full 
inquiry into aspects of land 
purchase contracts in Lompoc 
Valley that seemed to signify 
the buyers would be able to split 
their lands further. 
Planning Commissioner 
Robert Lilley said he had 
looked into sales of valley 
property to Shirley Fallier and 
Josephi Grossi, who have been 
endeavoring to get permits for 
trailers to provide living 
quarters for farm employes on 
their newly-purchased proper­ 
ties 
Lilley said it appeared the 
women could have been 
deceived in the sense that they 
might expect to divide their 
property along Tularosa Rd., 
north of State Highway 246, and 
set up additional parcels for 
their benefit. 
The Lompoc area commis­ 
sioner asked Planning Director 
Britt Johnson “ to go all the way 
on this” and present any 
findings of violations to the dis­ 
trict attorney. 
Meanwhile, the two women 
appear to be stymied in their 
applications for trailer permits 
for farm help as there are said 
to be no records on file to in­ 
dicate an approved land divi­ 
sion. Fallier sought a permit on 
a parcel of 16.8 acres and Gros- 
si’s parcel covered 10.7 of the 
same 75.5-acre property, the 
commission learned.

General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittee came up with its far- 
reaching recommendations 
which range over some 479.000 
acres of land extending from 
Buellton east to the Santa 
Barbara-Ventura county line 
and between Figueroa Moun­ 
tain and West Camino Cielo. 
A variety of experts and other 
researchers — all specialists in

Meanwhile, a large sample of 
registered voters in the county 
have been polled to determine 
what their views are on the 
need to protect county fertile 
farm land. 
The survey by the County 
Comprehensive Plan staff is 
revealing It shows that in each 
of the county’s five super­ 
visorial districts, the vote in 
favor of preservation was 88 
per cent or more, and in the 
Third District which includes 
Santa Ynez Valley, the percen­ 
tage approving preservation 
was 94 per cent. The overall 
average was 91 per cent in 
favor. 
But the agricultural study of 
Santa Ynez Valley — while a 
thoroughly major one un­ 
precedented in the region — 
isn’t the only project that has 
been scrutinizing the valley in 
the sense that there is a need to 
preserve the good things that 
are there. 
A pioneer county air quality 
study has also been going on in 


the valley for some time, along 
with a Valley Climatology study 
and a Valley-wide environmen­ 
tal and economic impact study 
The latter study includes vital 
ground water aspects 
The County Air Pollution 
Control Department stationed 
the county's first mobile air 
quality testing device in the val­ 
ley to determine what is hap­ 
pening to the quality of Valley 
air 
Plant specialists from the UC 
Riverside campus have 
checked into Valley plantings to 
determine if there has been air

Motorists crawling their way 
home from the Southern Cali­ 
fornia mountain, desert and 
beach recreation areas jammed 
inbound freeway corridors Sun­ 
day following the bright, sun­ 
drenched 4th of July holiday 
weekend 
Sunburned, 
stubbly-faced 
drivers eased onto the freeway 
onramps for the return home 
beginning at noon, congesting 
major highways into the Los 
Angeles area until midnight. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol said the homeward-bound 
traffic created few problems 
because of the many vacation­ 
ers who tried to get a headstart 
on the usual bumper-to-bumper 
grind 
Most vehicles were traveling 
tandem with their dusty and 
muddy boats, motorcycles and 
dune buggies trailing behind 
endlessly in columns bound for 
home. 
Optimistic weather forecasts 
last week materialized with 
near-perfect conditions includ­ 
ing cloud-free, sparkling skies 
and summery temperatures 
' climbing into the 80s along the 
coast and into the 100s in the 
deserts. 
More than one million per­ 
sons lined towel-to-towel along 
the coastal sands enjoying the 


warm sunshine and clear 
visibilities 
Lifeguards said 
there were 1,323,000 at the 
beaches bringing the three-day 
holiday total to more than 4 mil­ 
lion bathers. 
Close to 300 swimmers who 
entered the warm 65-degree 
water managed to get into trou­ 
ble and require rescue No 
drownings or injuries were 
reported, however.

Ford ready for announcement 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford plans to formal­ 
ly announce his 1976 candidacy 
in the next few days, according 
to aides. The only remaining 
question is how and where he 
will do it. 
The announcement plans 
were being made today as Ford 
prepared to meet six governors 
on the subject of distributing 
federal hijfliway trust funds. 
The meeting coincided with a 
presidential message to Con­ 
gress proposing a shift in the 
distribution system. 
Ford, the appointed vice 
president who rose to the 
presidency nearly a year ago on 
the resignation of Richard Nix­ 
on, has indicated by organizing 
a campaign committee and fil­ 
ing with the Federal Elections 
Commission that he intends to 
run for a full term. 
But he has repeatedly stopped 
short of an official declaration. 


Several White House officials 
said Ford probably would make 
the announcement before leav­ 
ing Friday on a three-day swing 
through Michigan and Chicago. 
There were indications it might 
even happen as early as Tues­ 
day. 
One aide said the President 
has received some suggestions 
he declare his candidacy in a 
nationally televised address. 
But he predicted Ford more 
likely would take “ a low key ap­ 
proach” in view of the advance 
publicity Another aide said the 
issue of a television announce­ 
ment had not been resolved. 
The President’s meeting with 
the governors ended a long July 
4 weekend of golf and swim­ 
ming in the White House’s new 
heated pool, which he tested 
Saturday during his daughter’s 
18th birthday party. 
The weekend also included a 
July 4 speech at Ft. McHenry

The camp sprawls over 712 
acres in the rugged Cascades in 
the shadow of Mt. Shasta near 
the Oregon border. 
The rich ponied up $12,800 in 
cash to become a camp 
member. Dues were $300 a 


Shark attacks 
spearfisherman 


PERTH. Australia (UPI) - 
A spearfisherman, attacked by 
a wounded shark which inflict­ 
ed a severe wound between 
elbow and shoulder Saturday, 
was in satisfactory condition 
Sunday after surgery in Perth 
hospital, doctors said. 
Dennis Thompson. 29. was at­ 
tacked by the shark while div­ 
ing with friends about three 
miles offshore from Lancelin. 
100 miles north of Perth. 
Thompson told newsmen how 
the eight-foot whaler shark 
came in and made three passes 
at him and a companion who 
speared the shark in the head. 
Thompson said he decided to 
finish off the shark, which was 
lving on the bottom. 
“ Just as I was approaching 
the shark, directly on top of 
him. he suddenly took off from 
the bottom, got around behind 
me and bumped me in the mid­ 
dle of the back.’’ Thompson 
said. 
“ The next thing he had 
fastened pretty solidly onto my 
right arm. 
“ At that stage I didn’t care 
whether I lost my arm. I just 
didn't want to be killed. 
“ I hit out at the shark with 
my left hand and pulled away 
from it. 
“ When 1 got to the surface, 
and I put my hand on the (boat) 
mooring, i realized he had 
taken a fair sort of a chunk out 
of me and then I looked and saw 
the blood in the water 
“ Though there was a lot of 
blood about I did not feel any 
pain, nor did I feel any panic till 
1 reached the surface and 
realized the danger I'd been 
in.’’ Thompson said.

Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass , 
today threw his weight behind 
the nation’s larger and poorer 
cities in their effort to have 
need become a more significant 
criteria in the allocation of 
federal revenue sharing funds. 
“ Many urban areas, for ex­ 
ample, are net losers under 
revenue sharing in the sense 
that they contribute more to the 
federal treasury to pay for the 
program than they receive in 
return,” Kennedy said. 
Kennedy said by eliminating 
the present statutory restric­ 
tions in the present formula, St. 
Louis, Mo., for instance, could 
get a 74 per cent increase in 
funds, Philadelphia a 54 per 
cent increase and Boston 22 per 
cent. 
‘‘We must alleviate the 
several ways in which the cur­ 
rent revenue sharing formula 
works to the serious disadvan­ 
tage of our major cities,” he 
said. 
Kennedy’s remarks on reve­ 
nue sharing were made as the 
nation's mayors became split 


by political and economic dis­ 
putes concerning the distri­ 
bution of the federal dollars 
they agreed were urgently 
needed in the nation’s cities 
Mayors from the large in­ 
dustrial cities, many of which 
have been forced to lay off 
public employes to stay fiscally 
afloat, Sunday forced prelimi­ 
nary approval of a request for 
more federal dollars at the ex­ 
pense of their wealthier and, in 
many cases, smaller counter­ 
parts 
The Republican minority at 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
said it was unhappy with

personal court plea to keep his 
p resid e n tia l 
m a te ria ls 
confidential, Richard Nixon 
recalls how he wrote to families 
of Vietnam casualties, kept an 
intimate recorded diary and 
ideally sought “ free wheeling, 
candid and often blunt or 
critical advice ” 
Nixon laid out in detail his 
own view of his conduct of the 
presidency in a 22-page affida­ 
vit filed in U S District Court 
last week It painted a picture 
of a mellow former President 
reminiscing about the personal 
side of his tenure 
Now in seclusion in San 
Clemente.

Canadians, Americans in protest

Greene, D-Los Angeles, told 
the Sacramento Bee Sunday 
said his staff had erred in sub­ 
mitting to the state some air­ 
line tickets which already had 
been paid for by the institute. 
Greene was board chairman of 
the institute. 
According to the Times, 
Greene incurred expensive and 
unauthorized travel expenses 
charged to the institute through 
charge accounts, then collected 
payment from the state for at 
least eight of the trips. Greene 
was unavailable for comment 
at the time the Times’ article 
was published.

A $600 million facility for the 
new Trident submarine is being 
built on the land The Trident 
will be the most expensive 
weapons system in the United 
States arsenal, with each of the

The spokesman said it was 
not known when Wheeler 
moved to Texas.

cooperative and a nice guy,” he 
said. 
Wheeler was arrested Thurs­ 
day living under the name 
"Bradley S. Bruce.” He had es­ 
caped from prison in Vacavil­ 


le, Calif, in 1973. At the time of 
his escape, Wheeler was serv­ 
ing a sentence for assaulting a 
police officer. 
It was in the California 
Medical Facility in Vacaville 
where authorities say he and 
one-time SLA leader Donald 
DeFreeze helped form the 
group which allegedly kidnaped 
fugitive heiress Patty Hearst. 
The FBI was preparing Sun­ 
day to return him to California. 
Wheeler, 30, was working as a 
handyman at an electronics 
company and lived in a 
Southwest area neighborhood 
where his neighbors had no idea 
of his trouble with the law. 
"Bradley didn’t talk much,” 
a neighbor, Gary Moran, said. 
Moran said he was awakened 
about 1.30 a.m. Thursday by a 
shotgun blast in the hall. He 
heard a second blast and 
decided to stay in his apart­ 
ment until police arrived.

Death is as much a reality as birth, 
growth, maturity and old age — it is the 
one certainty of life. If the time comes 
when I , 
, can no longer take part in 
decisions for my own future, let this 
statement stand as an expression of my 
wishes while I am still of sound mind. 
If the situation should arise in which 
there is no reasonable expectation of my 
recovery from physical or mental dis­ 
ability, I request that I be allowed to die 
and not be kept alive by artificial means 
or “ heroic measures.” I do not fear 
death itself as much as the indignities of 
deterioration, dependence and hopeless 
pain. I therefore ask that medication be 
mercifully administered to me to al­ 
leviate suffering even though this may 
hasten the moment of death 
This request is made after careful con­ 
sideration. I hope you who care for me 
will feel morally bound to follow its man­ 
date. I recognize that this appears to 
place a heavy responsibility upon you, 
but it is with the intention of relieving 
you of such responsibility and of placing 
it upon myself in accordance with my 
strong convictions that this statement is 
made.

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Dies with shattered legs 
Vets can't save Ruffian 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Her size, her 
speed, her spirit —all the things that 
made Ruffian a great race horse — 
conspired against her and claimed the 
life of the modern day Black Beauty ear­ 
ly this morning 
After shattering two sesamoid bones in 
her right foreleg during her $^,000 
match race with Foolish Pleasure at Bel­ 
mont Park Sunday. Ruffian was 
destroyed despite a desperation attempt 
by six veterinarians to save her life with 
surgery 
A grim Dr. Alex Harthill made the sad 
announcement at 1:50 a.m. EDT. 
"She has struggled and fought so hard 
coming out of the anesthesia that she 
broke the cast," he said. 
"The cast has become an entangled 
mess, there is intensive swelling and 
hemorrhaging " 
Ruffian's owner. Stuart A. Janney, 
who remained at the crowded vigil at the 
hospital until midnight, was informed of 
the development by phone and ac­ 
quiesced with the doctors’ opinion that 
further efforts to repair the damage 
would be futile. 
Immediately thereafter. Ruffian was 
put away with an injection in her neck. 
She thrashed about for a few moments 
while lying on her side, then fell back. 


That was the tragic end of the 3-year- 
old filly many trainers had called p^en- 
tially the best thoroughbred race horse 
ever 
Ruffian, a tall, stately, coal black filly, 
had a charisma about her that is rare. 
This was evident by the crowd that at- 
ternled her last hours at the hospital. 
Most of the leading trainers in New York 
racing stopped by to inquire about last 
year’s 2-year-old champion filly, who 
won all 10 of her previous races before 
meeting Foolish Pleasure. 


Even Leroy Jolley, who trains Foolish 
Pleasure, found the victory a hollow one, 
pacing his shed absent-mindedly after 
the race. 


It was evident immediately after the 
injury, suffered after the first half mile 
of her scheduled mile and a quarter race 
against Foolish Pleasure, that Ruffian 
would never race again But doctors 
were hopeful of saving the valuable 
daughter of Reviewer-Shenanigans for 
breeding purposes. 


Ruffian was racing a half-length ahead 
of Foolish Pleasure at a blistering pace 
when the fatal accident inexplicably oc­ 
curred Her right foreleg suddenly gave 
way and she collided violently with 
Foolish Pleasure, which probably saved 
her and jockey Jacinto Vasquez from 
taking a tumble 


Although the doctors had attempted to 
be optimistic about Ruffian’s chances, 
they had hinted she was a longshot for 
survival. 


"We’ve put down a lot of horses that 
were not really as badly injured as she," 
said Dr. William 0. Reed immediately 
after what he termed a successful opera­ 
tion. 


As the crowd of 50,764, after a loud 
groan, watched in stunned silence. Ruf­ 
fian’s trainer Frank Whiteley Jr. raced 
across the infield to his pulled-up filly at 
the same time Foolish Pleasure com­ 
pleted his rout. 


But the doctors were wary, citing the 
fact Ruffian had rejected a cast last year 
when she suffered a hairline fracture to 
her right hind leg. 


Braulio Baeza, who was aboard 
Foolish Pleasure, said Ruffian appeared 
to be running without trouble just before 
the tragic step. 


"I could hear it crack," Baeza said. 
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Ruffian was removed from the track In 
an inflatable cast and taken to her bam, 
where her leg was bathed in ice and the 
cast was replaced by another as Mrs. 
Janney looked on through tear-filled 
eyes.

On 17, Wall was off the green oH the 
par three, and McCord was eight feet 
away. 


San Luis took the easy route to the 
championship, winning all the way and 
thus having to play just five games in the 
toum^. to Lompoc’s seven. 


“ People have been saying I ’m 
finished." Wall said after his one stroke 
victory over second-year pro Gary Mc­ 
Cord. "But I ’m convinced you can play 
golf at my age. This should prove 
something” 
Wall started the day 15 under par and 
he finished at 271. 17 under. McCord 
twice closed to within one stroke of Wall 


So Wall knocked another chip shot to 
within a foot to make par, while McCord 
made his birdie and closed to within two 
shots with one to go. 


Lompoc started their weekend spree 
with a 16-5 trouncing of Santa Ynez Fri­ 
day afternoon, and then swept a double- 
header Saturday afternoon with succes­ 
sive wins over Paso Robles (7-3) and 
Vandenberg (4-0). 


"I didn’t think I had It won until my se­ 
cond shot on 18,” Wall said. " I hit a three 
wood off the tee, and then lifted an easy 
eight iron to the green.”

The husky outfielder of the 
Philadelphia Phillies is currently the 
brightest star in the National League but 
is only a burning ember in the eyes of the 
fans In the latest balloting for the NL 
All-Star squad, Luzinski didn’t even rank 
among the top 12 among the outfielders, 
even though he is currently the major 
league leader in home runs and runs bat­ 
ted in. 
Luzinski, who hit his 22nd homer of the 
year on Saturday, increased his runs bat­ 
ted in total to 72 Sunday when he drove in 
four to lead the Phillies to an 8-6 triumph 
over the New York Mets. 
The fact that his deeds have not been 
recognized by the general public may 
disturb Luzinski somewhat, but he tries 
not to show it. 


" I ’m glad the All-Star voting is over,” 
said Luzinski Sunday after singling home 
two runs in the third and doubling home 
two more in the fifth. "Now people will 
stop asking me about it.”

PRAGUE (U PI) — American track of­ 
ficials are hoping for a better perfor­ 
mance from their athletes in competi­ 
tion here against Poland and Czechos­ 
lovakia than they did in the Soviet Union. 
A two-day meet was scheduled to begin 
in Prague’s Strahov Stadium at 5 p.m. 
(Noon EDT). 
The American team flew here Sunday 
night from Kiev, where it was soundly 
beaten in another two-day competition 
by the Soviet Union. 
Czechoslovakia is showing great in­ 
terest in the event and the meet will be 
shown live on Czech television. Rude 
Pravo, the Communist party news­ 
paper, told its readers they would see 
some of the world’s best athletes. 
"The athletes of the United States and 
Poland need no building up,” the new­ 
spaper said. "They have broken a 
number of world records. 
"For Czechoslovakia this is an oppor­ 
tunity to see some of the best aUiletes in 
the world.” 
American track officials hoped the 
team would be worthy of this praise. 
The Soviet Union beat the U.S. men 
129-89 and the women 96-49 in a meet held 
in heavy rain Friday and Saturday. 
"I am quite sure №e performance will 
be better in Prague,” said Lee Calhoun. 
"The team will be more relaxed. 
"They have had time to get to know 
each other now. They have adjusted to 
the time differences. 
American officials were not surprised 
by the defeat in Russia. The team had 
been formed at the last minute when the 
match, canceled because of a dispute 
over television rights, was rescheduled 
hastily.

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Kid stuff 
Who's to blame 
for diaper rash?

There must be a diaper rash epidemic in the big leagues 
Lately a lot of baseball managers, coaches and players have 
been acting like small children — babies as a matter of fact. If 
things don’t go their way, they get upset, throw temper tantrums 
and go sulk in the corner 
The latest incidents of clubhouse immaturity took place recently 
when sportswriters were physically abused, in one case by a 
manager and in another by a player. They were unhappy over writ­ 
ten comments concerning their performances and those of the 
teams. 
Detroit Tiger manager Ralph Houk was officially charged with 
one count of assault after he allegedly slapped reporter Phil Hersh 
of the Baltimore Evening Sun as Hersh attempted to leave the 
Tigers locker room. 
Saturday in Boston, Bob Ryan, sports columnist for the Boston 
Globe, said he was pushed around by Red Sox second baseman 
Doug Griffin and chased from the team's locker room. 
This kind of conduct on the part of the athletes and their 
overseers is completely inexcusable. You would think grown men 
would be able to control themselves a little better. 
It’s all part of the madness that seems to be prevalent 
throughout sports today. A couple of weeks ago Vida Blue and Reg­ 
gie Jackson of the A’s had their lives threatened. Billy Martin, 
manager of Texas, also received a death threat. Last year fans in 
Cleveland rioted on the field, much like South Americans after a 
soccer match. * 
' 
Martin was complaining last week about the behavior of fans in 
Anaheim. He suggested they might have to put moats around the 
playing fields, or screen the patrons with radar devices like they do 
at the airports, to protect the players and coaches 
Those same players and coaches might ask themselves who is to 
blame for the way the fans act. Especially Martin, who makes a 
habit of on-field tirades against umpires. If the fans see that the 
participants have no respect for authority, then they can hardly be 
expected to act much better. 
Fights between players on the field during competition are one 
thing That’s not to excuse them, but in the heat of competition 
flareups occur. Everything possible should be done to prevent 
them, like making beanball battles costly with fines, suspensions 
and ejections. But they will still probably occur from time to time. 
Protesting an umpire’s decision is acceptable also, as long as the 
protest is kept within reason. However, the screaming, shoving 
tirades that are the specialty of people like Martin and Houk are 
totally unacceptable. Again, if it was made a little more costly to 
the pocketbook and the team, Martin and his kind might learn to 
control their behavior a little better. 
And attacking writers has to be the last straw. Ballplayers are 
like politicians in many ways. They provide the public with a ser­ 
vice, in this case entertainment. They’re paid to play games 
because people pay to see them. 
If the public has a right to see them play, the public has a right to 
criticize And that goes for the press as well. The press has a duty 
to report to the loyal fandom when a team is playing miserably, or 
worse, not putting forth a good effort. 
If the players'and managers don’t like it, they can always pick 
another profession. As Harry Truman once said, “ If you can’t 
stand the heat, get out of the kitchen." 
It’s time this type of thing was put to a stop. Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn should take very strong action in the aforementioned 
cases and all future ones. Very stiff fines and suspensions might 
help cure the disease. 
Just because grown men play children’s games doesn’t mean 
thev have to act like children.

Connors choked, 
says Ashe 


WIMBLEDON (U PI) — Arthur Ashe, playing one of the 
most intelligent tennis matches ever seen in the 99-year 
history of Wimbledon, and Billie Jean King, turning her final 
major singles competition into an emotional triumph, ruled 
tndav as the top players of the game. 
Ashe, in scoring his 6-1, 6-1, 5-7, 6-4 victory over Jimmy 
Connors on Saturday, ended, at least tor the time being, Con­ 
nors’ total domination of the men’s scene 
Ms King captured her sixth Wimbledon singles crown with 
an astonishingly easy 6-0, 6-1 rout Friday of former queen 
Evonne Goolagong Cawley 
Connors, the defending champion and conqueror of Rod 
Laver and John Newcombe in the Las Vegas shoo4-outs, had 
been an out favorite to retain his crown, but Ashe, who in a 
dozen years had never come so far in the world's foremost 
tennis event, took command at the outset and wrapped up the 
match in two hours and four minutes. 
There is no love lost between the 22-year-old flamboyant 
Connors and the rather staid, quiet American black. Multi­ 
million law suits are in litigation between the two, based on 
Connors’ charges of restraint of trade and libel When the 
match was over, with the capacity throng delighted at 
Ashe’s victory, the two men shook hands quickly, but did not 
speak 
Ashe, in his exuberance after the award ceremonies, made 
a remark which he may regret at a later date, for Connors 
has a long memory. 
“ I think he choked," said Ashe 
When the comment was relayed to Jimmy, he bridled, then 
snapped, “ I do not choke, my friend I came here with my 
head high, and I leave with my head high and I’ll be back 
with my head high.” 
Ashe had planned his match well, and he blunted the power 
of Connors’ game with accurate service and deadly volley- 


inBWimbledon was not a happy place (or Connors’ former girl 
friend either. 
Chris Evert, defending her tiara, fell in a tremendous 
match to Billie Jean in the semis, where Ms King came 
back from 0-3 and 15-40 in the final set to win, 2-6, 6-2, 6-3. 
And Wimbledon also marked the second time Miss EverP 
had to announce that her engagement to Connors was over.

Language lessons 
for U.S. astronauts 


Nation's 
weather 
Sleeping volcano Mauna Loa spews lava 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(UPI) — For three U.S. 
astronauts, today was yet 
another day of langiiage lessons 
—in preparation tor a planned 
rendexvous in space with two 
Soviet counterparts in less than 
two weeks. 
It also was a day for 
astronauts Thomas Stafford, 
Donald K. “Deke” Slayton and 
Vance Brand to rehearse 
critical parts of the mission and 
to be briefed on experiments 
th^ will have to handle. 
Tiie Soviet-American mission 
is scheduled to begin in eight 
days. 
Besides dry runs of part oi 
their nine-day mission. Air 
Force Brig. Gen. Stafford and 
his two civilian spacemates 
planned more Russian language 
sessions and a briefing on ex­ 
periments to be carried out dur­ 
ing history’s first space rendez­ 
vous of astronauts from two na­ 
tions. 


Everything is in readiness for 
the dual mission scheduled for 
July 15 when Soviet cosmonauts 
Alexei Leonov and Valeri 
Kubasov blast off from the 
cosmodrome at Baikonur at 
7:15 a.m. EDT, to be followed 
at 3:50 p.m. by the takeoff of 
the Americans from Cape 
Canaveral. 
The Saturn IB launch rocket 
and the Apollo spacecraft have 
passed final tests. The as­ 
tronauts, in training for over a 
year, took a day off for the July 
4 holiday but were back at work 
Saturday and Sunday. 
All three took rides in T38 jet 
trainers from Ellington ArB

seek gas 


hike probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
While holiday vacationers were 
paying 3 cents a gallon more for 
gasoline, two sen ato rs 
promised hearings within two 
weeks to find out why gas 
producers hiked prices just in 
time to catch the summer 
travel rush. 
Sens. Henry Jackson. D- 
Wash., and Adlai Stevenson, D- 
III., said Sunday "the public has 
a right to know and the 
Congress has a responsibility to 
find out how this massive 
Fourth of July squeeze play on 
the consumer took place." 
Jackson is chairman of the 
Senate investigations subcom­ 
mittee. Stevenson heads an oil 
and gas production subcommit­ 
tee. They said joint hearings 
would be held "within two 
weeks” on reasons behind the 
sudden jump at the pump. 
Ralph Nader charged that 
"the public is being misled by 
oil industry and Ford adminis­ 
tration explanations of the sum­ 
mer vacation time increases in 
the price of gasoline.” 
He asked Jackson and Rep. 
Harley Staggers, D-W.Va., 
chairman of the House Com­ 
merce Committee, to inves­ 
tigate. 
The oil companies said Ford’s 
recent imposition of another $1 
import tax on foreign oil caused 
the price increases. But Nader 
said the companies were taking 
advantage of the foreign hike to 
increase prices of domestic oil, 
and were not increasing domes­ 
tic producti(m. 
Jackson said, "Clearly, the 
oil companies have manufac­ 
tured a shortage through 
manipulation of refinery output 
so tl№y could raise retail gas­ 
oline prices as much as 7 cents 
a gallon during the season when 
vacationing Americans buy 
more gasoline.” 
Stevenson and Jackson 
charged that when crude oil 
costs dropped this year because 
of plentiful supplies, refiners 
apparently cut back production 
to create an artificial shortage, 
justifying higher prices. 
"It appears the gasoline in­ 
ventory and pricing situation is 
a clasic study in the power of 
the major oil companies to 
reverse the normal rules of sup­ 
ply and demand,” Stevenson 
said.

Thunderstorms 
lumbered 
across the southland today. 
A line of storms roamed from 
western Tennessee and Arkan­ 
sas into Oklahoma and anot^r 
stretched from North Carolina 
to Georgia. 
Huntsville, Ala., reported 
more than four inches of rain 
Sunday night as Uie storm rip­ 
ped over toe area. 
Thunderstorm warnings were 
in effect for northeastern 
Alabama. 
Storms spread over the Great 
Lakes, the Ohio Valley and the 
central Plains Sunday and 
soaked portions of the New 
York metropolitan area. 
One thunderstorm dumped an 
inch of rain on the New Yorii 
area, flooding subway tunnels, 
stalling trains and causing 
scores of minor accidents. 
The rains closed down por­ 
tions of the city’s subway 
system and forced transit 
authority police to evacuate 
several trains wi one line in 
(Queens. There were no reports 
of injuries to passengers. 
Subway dispatchers and re­ 
pair crews worked frantically 
to get the system moving again, 
(ine harried transit worker in 
the authority’s operations 
bureau picked up the telephone, 
shouted, "I’m up to my eyebal­ 
ls,” and hung up. 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (UPI) - 
The Mauna Loa volcano, a sl­ 
eeping giant for a quarter of a 
century, is spewing molten lava 
in a major eruption attracting 
thousands of spectators. 
The world’s largest volcano 
erupted Saturday night for the 
first tim e since 1950 on 
Hawaii’s largest island. Two 
flows of molten lava cascaded 
down the slopes of the 13,680- 
foot summit, destroying every­ 
thing in toeir path. 
A road near a weather obser­ 
vatory was cut, but there was 
no immediate danger because 
the nearest community was 
some 30 miles away. The lava 
moved at the rate of several 
miles an hour toward the sea. 
As fountains of lava shot 
hundreds of feet into the air 
with a roar, a caravan of cars 
full of eager tourists and resi­ 
dents headed for viewing spots 


within sight of Mauna Loa’s 
northeast flank. 
The saddle road, which winds 
along the plateau between 
Mauna Loa and an adjacent 
volcano, Mauna Kea, was 
opened to accommodate sight­ 
seers after officials decided no 
immediate danger was present­ 
ed by the lava flows. 


An eight-mile curtain of fire 
was created by the fissures 
which allowed lava to shoot 
fr(mi the mountainU^ under 
tremendous pressure. 
An eerie red glow could be 
seen from most areas of the 
island of Hawaii throughout toe 
night because of the intense 
eruption.

Speech writer takes 
politics back home 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Karl Hess has seen the glitter 
of political power and prefers 
the sparks of a com m on 
welding torch. 
In fact, the former Republi­ 
can speech writer during Sen. 
Barry Goldwater’s 1964 Presi­ 
dential bid has made a com­ 
plete switch in his vocation — 
from a conservative force in 
political thought to a denim- 
clad welder who refuses to pay 
his taxes. 
Hess’ changeover began slow­ 
ly and had to do with his 
philosophy of decentralization 
of power and his belief in the 
need for a system of participa­ 
tory democracy. 
His tax resister status came 
about because Hess couldn’t 
support a government which he 
believes debases the poor by the 
present welfare system and 
wastes the lives and work of 
citizen s in war program s 
“which make some rich and 
others dead.’’ 
One result of Hess’ protest is 
that the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice holds a 100 per cent lien on 
anything he might own. He 
can’t draw a pay check or open 
a bank account. 
Hess learned welding, moved 
from a suburban lifestyle and 
now barters his skill for food 
and other n ecessities in a 
cooperative com m unity of 
31,000 people located near the 
center of Washington, D.C. He 
wrote a book on his experiences 
at the urging of friends. 
All profits from Hess’ book on 
his left-wing libertarian views, 
“ Dear America,” 
(William 
Morrow, $7.95) go to charity. 
Hess said the Washington 
D C., community he lives in — 
Adams-Morgan —is an alterna­ 
tive system much like the 
Haight-Ashbury District in San 
Francisco tried to become in 
the mid-60s flower children 
days. 
“It’s the most exciting place 
in the country,” Hess said of 
Adams-Morgan. 
“People are 
busy working for an alternative 
econom y w here they can 
manage their own affairs and 
live in peace.” 


In the rad ical arena of 
Berkeley, Calif., Hess said, 
“you can hear rhetoric, but you 
can’t see the new world.” 
Adams-Morgan, he said, has 
worker-managed 
enterprises, 
two new spapers and coop 
markets where persons volun­ 
teer help when they shop, thus 
keeping prices low. Town 
meetings are well attended and 
committees are formed to deal 
with local issues. 
“We do it without leader­ 
ship,” said Hess. Some results 
of the committee work has been 
a system of rooftop gardens, a 
way of breeding high-protein 
fish in tanks, the making of 
solar devices and bacteriologi­ 
cal toilets where the wastes can 
be used as fertilizer and the en­ 
tire system disconnected from 
the city’s sewage drains. 
“Young people not burned out 
ended up there after the 
protests of the late 60s,” Hess 
said of the self-sufficient com­ 
munity. “They didn’t turn to 
God or to jew elry, but to 
work.” 
Hess believes corporate capi­ 
talism is “an act of theft, by 
and large, through which a very 
few live very high off the work, 
invention, and creativity of 
very many others.” 
State socialism, he said, is 
“an act of betrayal through 
which aspirations for a humane 
and cooperative way of living 
together and in peace are 
sacrificed to or stolen by 
bureaucrats who have con­ 
trived a new synthesis of 
capitalism’s 
obsessive 
book­ 
keeping with feudalism’s top- 
down, absolute authority.” 
He said the structure of both 
types of society frustrate the 
natural ability of people to work 
together cooperatively, rather 
than competitively. 
What is needed, Hess belie­ 
ves, is a “politics of locality ... 
an antihierarchical ethic.” 
His lifestyle and community 
involvement, he believes, can 
be copied by others who wish to 
challenge the institutions that 
rule us and who prefer to have 
direct participation in the deci­ 
sions that affect everyday life.

The archaeological work is 
being done in compliance with 
the federal Antiquities Act of 
1906 and federal and state 
stipulations in the pipeline 
right-of-way perm it 
A company spokesman here 
explained that Alyeska has con­ 
tracts with the University of 
Alaska and Alaska Methodist 
U n iv e r s ity 
to 
do 
th e 
archaeological work. 
A University of Alaska team 
directed by Mike Kunz worked 
in the vicinity of the Galbraith 
Lake pipeline camp last winter. 
Within an eight-mile radius of 
the camp more than 30 sites 
were identified. Those dug 
produced a large assortment of 
projectile points; tools used to 
work hides, wood and bone, and 
many stone flakes estimated to 
be at least 6,000 years old. 
But getting out these ar­ 
tifacts was a tough job because 
of the frozen ground. Kunz said 
it required the efforts of 
several persons to accomplish 
what one could have done under 
summer conditions. 
The work had to be done in 
winter because the first phases 
of the pipeline construction 
were done then to avoid damag­ 
ing the permanently frozen 
tundra. 
The a rch a eo lo g ists used 
propane heaters to thaw the 
turf. The frost, however, would 
give way only at the rate of two 
inches at a time. Makeshift 
covers were constructed over 
the sites to contain the heat as 
long as possible. Each two in­ 
ches of thawed soil was sifted 
carefully and the artifacts 
recovered were catalogued. 
T em peratures outside the 
shelters often were as low as 40 
. below zero. 
But day by day the sandy soil 
gave up its ancient treasure and 
the coHection of artifacts 
gathered along the pipeline 
route grew steadily. 
Kunz said the tools unearthed 
were used by early nomads who 
followed migrating herds of 
caribou and hunted Dali sheep 
on the northern slopes on the 
Brooks Mountains. 
Despite winter excavating 
problems, Kunz said the project 


was well worthwhile because it 
gave priority to investing sites 
which archaeologists otherwise 
might not have gotten around to 
for 50 years. 
Archaeologists say there are 
at least 300 sites already iden­ 
tified along the pipeline route 
between the Yukon River and 


the Arctic Ocean. Archaeo- 
logically these sites are classi­ 
fied as Denbigh sites, named 
for a cape near Nome, where 
similar projectile points were 
first discovered. The new dis­ 
coveries may erase an earlier 
theory’ that the Denbigh people 
were strictlv coastal dwellers. 


New X-ray technique 
could improve results 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
new X-ray system being studied 
at the County-USC Medical 
Center could push diagnostic 
techniques several steps for­ 
ward in terms of results, costs 
and —more important —lower 
radiation dose, according to 
scientists who have worked 
with it. 
It’s a new direction in X-ray 
called electron radiography, or 
XERG for short. The hardware 
was developed by Xonics Inc., 
of Van Nuys, Calif., using a 
process similar to that of a 
Polaroid camera. 
It has undergone two years of 
tests at USC and Hahnemann 
Hospital in Philadelphia. Cur­ 
rently, the only prototype is at 
the huge Los Angeles County 
facility. 
Several major points have 
been confirmed, according to 
Dr. George Jacobson, Chair­ 
man of USC’s R ad iology 
Department. 
It provides images two to 
three tim es sharper than 
traditional X-ray. It reduces 
radiation dosage from 25 to 33 
per cent normally and in some 
cases above 90 per cent. It cuts 
the costs of X-ray examinations 
significantly and frequently can 
avoid the need for a subsequent 
examination. 
The system does away with 
silver halide film and instead 
bombards a thin sheet of 
polyester —similar to plastic 
used in grocery wrapping — 
with electrons. The image is 
ready in seconds. No dark room 
is needed. 
If it isn’t as good as it could 
be, a second picture can be 
developed using stronger vol­ 
tage. 
“The images we are getting 
now are extrem ely good,” 
Jacobson said. “They differ 
from ordinary images in that 
they have more information 
and they can be produced with 
considerably less radiation to 


the patient." 
After more than 2,000 clinical 
exp er i me nts . Dr. Robert 
C a r a n g i . 
d i r e c t o r 
of 
Radiological Research at USC. 
received a grant from the 
National Cancer Institute to 
search for lesions which might 
signal a cancer is forming. 
It can be used particularly in 
diagnosis of breast cancers, he 
said. “ A major problem in 
mammography -X -ray of the 
breast —is the high radiation 
dose to which the patient is ex­ 
posed. 
“That is why many doctors 
have shied away from it in 
favor of other methods.’’ he 
said. 
Carangi said the implication 
is that periodic breast examina­ 
tions of high-risk patients can 
be carried out with compara­ 
tive safety. 
Jacobson, who works with the 
systems daily, said compara­ 
tive studies will be made within 
the next six months. Presently, 
he is still working to standard­ 
ize the routine procedures. 
Dr. Russell Morgan, dean of 
the John Hopkins School of 
Medicine, recently joined the 
board of directors of Xonics to 
speed up its adaptation to the 
needs of hospitals and medical 
schools. 
Xonics, a spokesman said, 
plans to go into limited produc­ 
tion by the end of this year and 
a manufacturing agreement 
been signed with Agfa-Gavaert, 
a Belgian firm, for production 
of chest units. 
XERG’s other application 
may be to reduce health 
hazards in industries where X- 
ray currently is used. 
One of the developers of the 
system, Dr. Lee Morsell, said 
the lowered radiation levels 
may make portable m ass 
screening techniques at indus­ 
trial plants and in health care 
centers practical for the first 
time.

Returning from six days in 
America, crowded hour by hour, he went 
into a seven-hour cabinet meeting taken 
up not only with the results of his 
Washington talks, but with the latest 
devaluation of the Israeli pound. 
Governing with a narrow coalition in 
the Knesset, Rabin’s position is in some 
respects analogous to that of Ford. His 
options are limited by the divisions in his 
own party. 
Rabin sees three elements essential to 
any further disengagement. First is the 
duration of a future agreement. Although 


he will not specify a fixed time since this 
will be one of the most fiercely debated 
points. Others in his government talk of 
three to four years. 
The second point is the arrangement of 
mutual warning systems. Israel main­ 
tains an electronic early-warning system 
near the Mitla and Gidi passes. Egypt 
would establish a similar system so that 
any forward movement in either direc­ 
tion would be detected in the event Israel 
agrees to withdraw from the passes. 
As a third point, Rabin spoke of sym­ 
bolic signals indicating Cairo's desire for 
peace. One signal would be the easing of 
the boycott against American firms do­ 
ing business with Egypt, such as Ford 
and Coca Cola. Easing the campaign 
against Israeli in the Third World is 
another signal as, most important of all, 
would be the right of Israeli cargoes to 
pass through the Suez Canal. 
All this means that both sides must be 
forthcoming and neither side can dictate 
the duration of an agreement. An Egyp­ 
tian declaration of nonbelligerency was 
not the reason for the breakdown of last 
March, Rabin said. Nonrecourse to the 
use of force is essential for any agree­ 
ment. 
Military aid had not been an issue in 
Washington, Rabin said. He spoke sadly 
of the delay in translating commitments 
for American arms into contracts 
because of the Ford-Kissinger Middle 
East reassessment. But that delay did 
not apply to other states. “Jordan was 
promised arms during this period while 
we were being told that there could be no 
movement until the reassessment had 
been completed.’’ 
The prime minister spoke in the same 
melancholy vein, punctuated by his shy 


ironic smile, of the vast arms sales by 
the West to the Arab states. The latest is 
a $400 million sale by Britain to Egypt. 
U.S. sales to Saudi Arabia of complex 
modem weaponry will run into hundreds 
of millions. Brother Arabs are giving 
Egypt very large sums for arms, but lit­ 
tle or nothing in economic aid. 
If only President Anwar Sadat could 
turn to solving his country’s serious 
economic problems, he might not be so 
interested in Israel. The shah has been 
more than generous in economic aid. 
Israel is asking the United States for 
$2.59 billion, most of it in military aid. 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres believes 
the total finally forthcoming will be $1.7 
billion. 
Rabin said he was told in Washington 
no positive moves on the Middle East 
could be expected from the United States 
until the summit after the European 
Security Conference in the late d immer. 
Now he has heard that this summit has 
been postponed. 


Given the tensions and the jungle of ar­ 
maments throughout the region, this 
seems a long time to wait. But patience 
is the prime minister’s long suit. 


“After all,” he says, “we have been 
seeking a secure and peaceable way of 
life for 27 years.” That is since the crea­ 
tion of the State of Israel. 


The quiet of the prime minister’s of­ 
fice relieves the pressures that bear 
down so hard throughout the Middle 
East, with a concentration here in this 
small besieged nation. Whether events 
will stand still for the weeks or months 
that a new compromise agreement will 
take is a large question mark.

Same old game 


Last week on a given day, 
California newspapers brought 
to light charges, once again, 
against popular politicians — 
Lt. Gov. Mervin Dymally and 
State Senator James Mills. 
One would certainly think 
that after the scandal of 
Watergate, politicians would 
be a bit careful about their do­ 
ings and make every effort to 
be scrupulously clean. But it 
appears that the same old 
game is being played — a 
game of nepotism, greed and 
just plain old rip-off. 
Lt. Gov. Dymally is being 
accused of heading up an in­ 
stitute financed primarily by 
the Ford Foundation for disad­ 


vantaged blacks and then per­ 
sonally benefiting, along with 
State Senator Bill Greene, 
from the finances of the in­ 
stitute. It is a tangled story 
which Dymally brands as “full 
of innuendos” but cannot fully 
and specifically deny. Senator 
Greene calls some of his do­ 
ings merely a “terrible mis­ 
take.” 
In Senator Mills’ case, it is a 
situation where his wife is 
benefiting from a scholarship 
to law school — scholarships 
which are normally awarded 
to ethnic m inorities. The 
scholarship was allegedly 
awarded in an unorthodox 
manner. 
U s u a lly , such 


scholarship applications are 
approved by a six-member col­ 
lege advisory board. However, 
Mrs. Mills received hers only 
through a dean’s approval on 
recommendation from close, 
political friends of the 
Senator. 
After Watergate, we have 
heard many a politician say 
that it is difficult to make the 
public believe that all politi­ 
cians are not so branded. We 
believe there are many good, 
honest, hard-working politi­ 
cians. But as each day passes 
and the vigilant press probes 
on, we feel sorry for those who 
honestly attempt to do the job 
we ask them to do.

All that’s left now are the brown worn 
squares where the food booths stood.

It was a good festival as festivals go.

She was 
perfecUy quiet, our first early customer, 
and held out her forty cents as I waltzed 
with 15 gallon vats of steaming ears in 
the rear of the booth. By the time I 
noticed her, the snow cone she held in 
her other hand was running in a sUcky 


purple trickle through her fingers and 
down her wrist. 
“Oh, do you want a piece of com?” I 
asked. Her eyebrows knotted between 
her eyes in a scolding frown. Why else 
would she be standing here with forty 
cents in her hand? She looked quite dis­ 
tressed. I apologized. 
The fair from Steinbeck’s novel East 
of Eden was conjured up in the summer 
dusk as the colored lights burned to the 
plinks of baseballs against brass milk 
bottles, the mingling hum of the crowd, 
the snapping of dart burst balloons, the 
screams from the rides. An emotionally 
climactic time of year. A rite of the 
earth, one of the last we have left. 
It’s at times like the Flower Festival 
that small towns like ours are at their 
most charming. And it occurs to me that 
it’s much too easy for we local residents 
to underestimate the charm of this 
celebration because it absorbs so much 
of our time, energy and worry every 
year.

Thanks too to 
the Bank of America for counting the 
mountain of small change that filled our 
cash box: all of it covered with butter, 
E 
ease, salt, lemon and chili pepper. The 
impoc Police and Fire Departments, 
as well as the Law Enforcement Ex­ 
plorer Scouts, kept the party polite and 
safe.* 
Every other local group or organiza­ 
tion has a similar story of community 
cooperation and coming together. This, 
to me, is another of the most pleasant 
aspects of the annual celebration, one 
that weekend visitors seldom notice. 
Though the festival made it gratefully 
into the black this year, it does seem to 
encounter an annual financing crisis. 
And perhaps there has also been a 
decline in local interest in it over the 
years, though the size of this year’s 
crowds didn’t suggest this.
